REGISTRATION  INSTRUCTIONS 

Summer,  1972 

ALL  STUDENTS  ENTERING  COLLEGE  FOR  THE 
FIRST  TIME  (Except  Transient  Students)  MUST  TAKE 
PLACEMENT  TESTS  IN  ENGLISH  AND  MATH  PRIOR 
TO  REGISTRATION. 

1.  Registration  will  take  place  in  Room  108  of  the  Watkins 
Teaching  Center.  At  the  door  you  will  receive  a  Student 
Registration  Card  and  an  instruction  sheet  to  assist  you 
in  filling  out  this  card. 

(Note:  Use  a  Ball-point  pen  and  write  firmly  so  all  cop- 
ies will  be  legible). 

2.  When  you  have  completed  the  Registration  Informa- 
tion Card,  go  to  the  table  at  which  Mrs.  Thorne  will 
assign  Chapel  Seats  and  issue  campus  parking  permits. 

Students  who  have  a  1971-72  bumper  sticker  on  their 
cars  will  not  need  new  stickers. 

All  automobiles  brought  onto  the  campus  have  bumper 
stickers.  The  cost  for  the  first  sticker  is  $1.00.  If  any 
student  expects  to  drive  more  than  one  automobile,  he 
must  obtain  additional  stickers  for  twenty-five  cents 
each. 

3.  Proceed  to  the  Registrar's  table.  Get  your  class  cards 
here,  but  write  nothing  on  these  cards. 

4.  Proceed  to  one  of  the  typists  who  will  check  your  class 
cards  and  make  the  necessary  entries  on  your  registra- 
tion card. 


5.  Take  your  completed  registration  packet  to  the  Business 
Office  personnel  at  the  next  exit.  Pay  your  tuition  and 
fees.    Leave  your  registration  packet  here. 

6.  Your  registration  is  complete.  Purchase  your  books 
from  the  College  Bookstore  before  your  first  class  meet- 
ing.

THE    HONOR    CODE 

Self-government  can  be  successful  only  when  founded 
on  personal  honor.  Personal  honor  requires  that  every 
student  act  honorably  in  academic  work  as  well  as  in  every 
other  phase  of  college  life.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  student 
to  uphold  the  ideals  and  regulations  of  the  college  through 
his  or  her  own  personal  conduct.  A  student  is  bound  by  his 
personal  honor  to  report  to  the  Student  Council  or  Ad- 
ministration any  vilation  which  he  has  committed. 

MAJOR  OFFENSES 

MAJOR  OFFENSES  may  be  brought  before  the  Stu- 
dent-Faculty Committee  for  a  decision.  One  may  be  sus- 
pended for  the  first  major  offense: 

1.  Stealing 

2.  Lying 

3.  Cheating 

4.  Gambling 

5.  Malicious  destruction  of  college  property 

6.  Use  or  possession  of  alcoholic  beverages 

7.  The  abusive  use  or  possession  of  illegal  drugs  or  nar- 
cotics 

8.  Possession  or  use  of  fire  works 

9.  Immoral  conduct 

10.  An  accumulation  of  five  demerits 

The  President  of  the  College  is  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  request  the  withdrawal  of  any  student  whose 
presence  in  the  College,  for  reasons  of  health,  conduct,  or 
scholarship,  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Ad- 
ministration, or  whose  influence  whether  by  word  or  deed, 
is  injurious  to  other  students  or  to  the  welfare  of  the  in- 
stitution. 
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CONFERENCE  CHAPEL  PERIOD 

Each  day  from  9:30  until  10:00  there  will  be  a  period 
for  conferences  between  students  and  instructors.  One 
day  a  week,  Wednesday,  this  time  will  be  used  for  a  chapel 
program  for  all  the  student  body.  Attendance  will  be  re- 
quired.

HOURS:      Monday  -     Friday  8:30  a.m.      -     4:30  p.m. 

No  charge  accounts  will  be  permitted. 

INFIRMARY  REGULATIONS 

1.  Students  who  need  medical  care  will  report  to  the  in- 
firmary as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  Students  coming  to  the  infirmary  for  an  overnight  stay 
must  notify  the   Dormitory  Counselor  before  coming. 

3.  Students  must  report  to  the  infirmary  for  medication. 
No  medication  will  be  sent  to  the  rooms. 

4.  Resident  students  who  have  need  of  a  doctor  for  any 
cause  will  check  with  the  college  nurse  and  she  will 
make  the  appointment  with  a  doctor.  The  student  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  college  nurse  or  a  person  desig- 
nated by  the  nurse. 

5.  The  nurse  is  not  responsible  for  medicine  taken  in  the 
dormitory  room,  nor  for  continued  treatment  prescribed 
prior  to  the  student's  admission  to  the  college.  Men 
students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  women  staying  in  the 
infirmary,  or  women  students  to  visit  men  in  the  in- 
firmary. 


6.  The  special  student  insurance  policy  does  not  pay  for 
doctor's  calls.  Students  are  responsible  for  doctor's 
calls.  Students  are  responsible  for  doctor's  services  and 
prescription  drugs  ordered  by  the  doctor.  Routine  in- 
firmary illnesses  are  not  charged  to  the  student. 

7.  Dormitory  students  must  have  a  consent  for  treatment 
form  on  file  at  the  college. 

LIBRARY  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  library  is  open  Monday  through  Friday,^  a.m.  to 
J  p.m.;  GiOO  Lu  0.30  p.m.,  JIIU  Ull  Jjluidu^ 


2.  Books,  except  reference  and  reserve  books,  may  be 
checked  out  for  two  weeks  and  may  be  renewed  once 
for  the  same  period  provided  no  one  has  requested  that 
particular  book. 

3.  A  fine  of  five  cents  per  day  is  charged  for  an  overdue 
book.  If  the  fine  is  paid  at  the  time  the  books  are  re- 
turned the  total  fine  will  be  cut  in  half. 

4.  Each  borrower  is  held  responsible  for  books  and  mater- 
ials checked  out  in  his  name.  Overdue  books  must  be  re- 
turned and  fines  paid  in  full  before  a  student  is  entitled 
to  receive  credit  for  the  semester. 

5.  The  general  rules  for  campus  behavior  and  dress  apply  to 
the   library.      Improper  behavior  will   not  be  tolerated.

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USE  OF  AUTOMOBILES 

1.  All  students  will  be  permitted  to  keep  cars  on  campus 
subject  to  college  traffic  regulations. 

2.  Women  students  are  not  permitted  to  sit  in  automo- 
biles on  the  campus  after  dark. 

3.  A  student  may  not  register  his  car  in  another  student's 
name. 

4.  Power-driven  vehicles,  such  as  Hondas,  are  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  as  automobiles  on  campus. 

5.  Students  will  not  clean,  wash  or  repair  their  automo- 
biles on  campus  on  Sundays. 

TRAFFIC  REGULATIONS 

1.  Bumper  decals  are  required  for  all  cars  parked  on  the 
campus.  The  first  decal  may  be  secured  at  a  cost  of 
$1.00;  additional  decals  $.25. 

2.  All  automobiles  using  the  parking  areas  on  campus  must 
have  a  bumper  decal  displayed  on  the  left  back  bumper. 

3.  Parking  is  to  be  in  the  four  parking  areas.  Parking  for 
students  is  permitted  in  any  space  which  is  outlined  by 
white  lines. 

4.  Visitors'  permits  for  a  limited  time  may  be  obtained  for 
special  occasions.  A  refundable  deposit  of  $.50  is 
charged   for   a   visitor's   permit. 
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5.  The  speed  limit  of  20  miles  per  hour  should  be  strictly 
adhered  to.  There  will  be  no  reckless  driving  or  any  ex- 
cessive speed  on  campus. 

6.  If  a  car  is  borrowed  and  a  violation  of  any  description  oc- 
curs, the  driver  and  the  owner  of  the  car  will  be  charged 
with  the  offense. 

7.  If  the  duty  of  all  students  to  know  the  campus  traffic 
and  parking  regulations.  Ignorance  is  no  excuse  for  pro- 
test. All  new  regulations  enacted  during  the  semester 
will  be  announced  in  chapel,  published  in  the  school 
newspaper  and  placed  on  bulletin  boards. 

8.  Fines  for  violation:

Third  ticket  $15.00  fine 

Fourth  ticket  -     Car  campus  license  subject  to  revoked. 


9.  Persons  owing  fines  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  exams 
until  all  fines  and  fees  owed  to  the  business  office  are 
paid. 

POST  OFFICE 

Post  office  keys  are  furnished  all  resident  students. 
Keys  may  be  secured  from  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs 
Office  on  June  6  for  the  first  semester  and  July  1 1  for  the 
second  semester. 

LINEN  SERVICE 

A  linen  service  is  available  which  furnishes  a  pair  of 
sheets,  pillow  case  and  three  bath  towels  per  week  at  a 
cost  of  (14)  $3.75  per  session.
